Caused Panic, News Files Say

M ost of the United States was 
treated to a spectacular display 
of shooting stars last night as 
m eteors shed by the com et G ia- 
cobinl-Z inner burned across the 
skies in w hat some scientists 
said was the most brilliant ex­ 
hibition seen in Am erica this 
century. 
B u t dense clouds m arred or 
com pletely obliterated the view 
for m any w atchers of the skies 
in some sections of the country. 
Scientists used radar and for 
the first recorded tim e reported 
they “saw” a display of meteors 
beyond fog and clouds. Observ­ 
ers from the National Bureau 
of 
Stand ard s 
in 
W ashington 
said they were sure th a t "pips” 
appearing on the radar screen 
represented 
m eteors 
about 
50 
m iles from earth. 
T he display resulted a* the 
earth cam e within 131,000 m iles 
of the spot in space through 
which the com et passed eight 
days ago. 


Adams countians did not react 
Wednesday 
night 
to 
the 
m eteor 
showers in the same fashion as did 
their forefathers here in 1833 when 
the earth ran through the tai! of 
a com et. At least one reason for the 
scattered showers la the afternoon. 1 difference may be that clouds ob­ 


scured the skies W ednesday night. 
T h a t night was clear and the sud­ 
den 
display 
of 
shooting 
stars 
brought "conversions to Christianity, 
prayer and direful prognostications” 
according to various accounts by 
G ettysburg papers of the time. 


T he Adams Sentinel in its issue 
of November 18, 1833 recorded th at 
“Men returning from m idnight ca ­ 
rousal and debauches fell on their 
faces by the roadside and prayed 
for the first tim e in their lives. 
O thers urged on their steeds to fra n ­ 
tic speed, as if S a ta n were in close 
pursuit and about to foreclose a 
m ortgage upon their souls.” A fter 
th at sentence the Sentinel piously 
closed with the statem ent th a t “The 
m agnificent display lasted for sev­ 
eral hours.” W hether th a t referred 
to the intoxicated gentlem en’s at 
temps to get home or to the m eteoric 
display is not known. 
However the story did begin by 
saying th at “On W ednesday morn 
ing, the 12th of November, occurred 
a wonderful m eteoric display which 
very seriously affected the equani 
m ity of thousands who had had no 
form er religious convictions.” 
T he Republican Compiler, com ­ 
m enting on the same display, said 
th a t “a singular phenom enon was 
exhibited, 
in

extraordinary 
num ber of sm all m eteors, fam iliarly

This doesn't m ean 
th a t enlisted men are going to be 
shoved up to commissioned officer 
grades—Dow, 
Some lucky ones may get that 
kind of a break But probably It will 
be a long time bel ore tile army 
thinks of m aking changes in its 
seniority system whereby commis­ 
sioned officers get promoted accord­ 
ing to age and length of service. 
4. Increase a soldier’s ability to 
do better work in his assigned Job 
by giving him the necessary tra in ­ 
ing for the job.
